Not EVERY student has the

some notices of conferences has 
been as high > as 100 per cent.

Fewer teachers In Torrance 
have master's degrees because 
of the youngness of the district. 
When the district has been or­ 
ganized a number of years, 
many of the present staff of 
teachers will have acquired 
higher degrees. , , 

CRAMPED QUARTERS
The district could not answer 

"Yes" to a 40-minutc res,t per­ 
iod for elementary teachers  
a condition brought about by 
a shortage of gond teachers, lim­ 
ited space, and heavy enroll­ 
ment In the lower grades.

TEACHER'S DUTY
Although no person, Is specl 

flcally responsible for a guld 
ance program In the lower grade 
levels, the elementary schools 
are not entirely without n guid 
ance program. Each teacher, be­ 
lieved to be the person closes 
to the student and therefore it 
the best position to understam 
the pupil's problems, is held re 
sponslble for the guidance o 
the children In the pre-hlgh 
school grades.

Not all students In th 
ance School District are exam 

ined by a doctor each year. 8tu 
dents in k I n d e r g a r te n. first 
grade, fourth grade and in thi 
eighth grade are given medical 
examinations. In the higher 
grades a large percentage of 
the students, especially boys, r< 
celve a medical examination be 
fore entering any organized 
sports p.ogram.
